Sacrifice art Lost 


CUTXLAXD, O., May 18.-tihortiy 


after noon yesterday Capt Stanley 
Flannigan and Michael LeBlonde, of 
this city, were going down the river in 
• rowboat, which they used lor ped- 
dling milk along the docks. When 
near the mouth of the raging stream 
oneof LeBlonde'soara broke and the 
two men were left at the mercy of the 
waters. 


They were quickly carried out into 


the lake by the rushing stream and, aa 
it was evident that their frail craft 
could not live in the angry sea that 
was coming in from the north, prepara- 
tions were quloldy begun for their res- 
cue by the fife-saving orew. 


Seven men manned the lifeboat a&d 


pulled away toward the east pier of the 
breakwater, toward which point the 
boat containing Flannigan and Le- 
Blonde had drifted. When the llfe- 
saverajwere well out of the month of 
the river an oar broke, and in an in- 
stant the cork-like vessel swung about 
to toss upon the angry waves. The 
men In the lifeboat were totally help- 
less, and before assistance of any kind 
could be rendered their boat was over- 
turned and all the men were thrown 
into the water Three of them suc- 
ceeded in catching hold of the over- 
turned lifeboat, where they hung on 
until they were rescued in a terribly 
exhausted condition. 


Four of their fellow life-savers were 


tossed about so mercilessly by the wild 
waves that they were unable to swim 
back to the lifeboat, and after vainly 
battling for a few moments with the 
elements they were overcome, and the 
battle of life had to be given up.

The life-savers who were rescued

Capt Distell and the other two life- 


savers who escaped were brought ashore 
by a tug-boat. The life boat was found, 
after the accident, near the east end of 
the breakwater.

The 
shock was a terrific one, and was felt 
throughout a radius of three miles. 
That more lives were not lost borders 
on the miraculous.

nates, and the work of rescue was soon 
begun Physicians were summoned 
and turned their attention to the In- 
jured.

BAH FRANCISCO, May 18.—The steamer 


Oceanic brings the following advices 
from Hong Kong and Yokohama: 


In connection with the efforts that 


are being made to procure Chinese la- 
borers for Mexico a proclamation has 
been issued prohibiting emigration 
until the treaty between China and 
Mexico has been ratified. 


Two disastrous fires, resulting in the 


destruction of 4,400 native houses, have 
taken place in Manila. It is reported 
that they originated' from a family 
quarrel in a native Louie, a woman 
having thrown a bruiser of hot coals at 
her husband, which missed its mark 
and set fire to the place. At the latest 
report five bodies had been taken from 
the ruins. 


The uprising in Seoul, Corea, which 


was mentioned In dispatches of April 
It, was crushed in its inolpiency by the 
government. 


Information has been received at 


Hong Kong which shows that the fire 
at Kam Li, some time ago, during the 
progress of a festival, in which 1,400 
lives were said to havu been lost, was 
far more terrible than was at first re- 
ported. 
While the performance at 


a theater 
waa in fnll swing three 


mat sheds containing *,000 persons 
were set on fire. The dry matting 
burned rapidly and, tbe supports giv- 
ing way, fell and suffocated a majority 
of the audience. One of the mat sheds 
was occupied solely by women and 
children, and when this was fired a 
band of well-dressed Chinese, who 
were wholly unknown to the natives 
of 
the district, 
rushed 
in and 


seized 
the 
best 
looking 
young 


women and girls to the number of 
thirty or forty and carried them away. 
As soon aa other people went to render 
assistance at the mat sheds another 
band of robbers set lire to houses in 
different parts of the village and plun- 
dered the shops of all that was valua- 
ble. Boats were waiting at the river 
aide, and the kidnapers and robbers 
were able to make good their escape. 


The Chinese state that nearly 8,000 


persons were suffocated or burned 
to death, and it is curtain that over 
3,000 lives were lost. Over 2,000 cof- 
fins were sent from Canton to Kam 
Li, and coffins were also sent from 
Fashau and other places in the district.

CLEVELAND, 0., Kay 18.—A 


dispatch from Cambridge, Pa., to the 
Leader says: The most disastrous flood 
experienced in this section of the coun- 
try since 1882 is raging here, and eo fcr 
shows no signs of abatement. Begin- 
ning: with the heavy rain of Saturday, 
Which has continued steadily ever 
since, the waters have rapidly risen 
until the entire valley la flooded. 
French creek, which flows through thai 
town, from an Incipient strewn of wsv 
ter, has become a raging torrent, 
sweeping along at a frightful speed 
and carrying everything before it 
Where last week were broad, fertile 
fields, there Is to-day a sheet of water 
miles in expan&e. 


Riverside hotel, standing on a slight 


hill east of the town is entirely sur- 
rounded, and all communication is shut 
off except by boat. The hotel is filled 
With guests, many of them waiting to 
go home Among them are a number 
of Cleveland people 
The water has 


killed the boilers and the hotel can not 
be heated except by oil-stoves. The 
spring bouse, where the mineral water 
is obtained is flooded and the guests 
arc without drinking water unless they 
fcse that which has been prepared to 
•hip away. Fortunately the hotel it- 
self 
is in no danger owing to 


the high ground on which it stands. 
Should the water continue to rise until 
Bight it is feared the Urge bridge be- 
tween town and the hotel will be 
swept away, and the only possible way 
of reaching the guesto will be gone. 
In this event the guests cannot get 
away until the bridge is repaired, un- 
less they resort to transportation by 
boats. Traffic on the Erie road, the 
only road leading through the town la 
entirely suspended. 
The tracks are 


washed away at Saegertown, a few 
miles west of here. It will probably 
be several days before It is repaired 
and until that time no one can leave 
or enter the town.

The Tin Plato Genius. 


Boms days moo*, the Review stated 


that during tbe nine months ending 
March 81,189% the increase in the impor- 
tation ot tin plate over the nine months 
ending March 81,1892, was more than M) 
pair cent., or an inoresse from »7,806,000 
to •11^7,000, and then asks us "when 
the profit oomes in to the American oon- 
sntner ot tin plate who have been paying 
the increased tax called for by the Mc- 
Kinley bill?" 


Tke fact that the price of tin plate has 


not been advanced to the consumer on 
account of the "increased tax" placed 
npon it by the McKmley law, is a suffl- 
oient snswer to the lest part of the 
ijaery. The tariff was increased on tin 
plate by the new law to enable our peo- 
ple to go into the business ot mannf to- 
tnrinR tin plate, and that tbe price has 
not been Increased on account ot the in- 
creased duty, is due to the fact that the 
boihiiag up ot that industry has shown 
BogWdthat our people will, in time. 
become a dangetons competitor in the 
American market. 


As a matter of course, true to lie his- 


tory, the Democratic party has done all 
m its power to make the new industry 
unpopular, and in this seoee has become 
the ally of England In an effort to pre- 
vent the industry getting a foothold here, 
even resorting to the moat unreasonable 
and bare-faced misrepresentation to ac- 
complish that purpose.

The child after nurs- 
ing fell asleep, and when Mr. Berg oame 
to dinner from Johnston's dry goods 
store, where he is a salesman, the babe 
was still asleep and 
could 
not be 


wakened. Then the possibility of tbe 
mistake in the powders oocumd to th* 
family, and a physician waa hastily sum- 
moned to the bouse. The worst tears 
wen confirmed by the physician who ex- 
amined another morphine powder which 
remained in tbe envelope, end then every 
possible means was used to awaken the 
babe. For a time it seemed to b* a 
hopeless task, and father and mother 
were frantic over the possibility ot losing 
their first-born and only child. Finally 
by rolling and pinching and patting the 
babe, it displsyed signs ot animation, bnt 
it was only by peristent 
efforts and 


watchful care that tbe 
infant was 


kept 
from 
sinking 
into 
a wake- 


less sleep. Two doctors were called 
to the residence last evening and they 
remained there until 3 o'clock thia morn- 
ing, leaving then with the easnranee to 
the parento that tbe child waa ontot 
danger.
